BOSTON (AT) - A heavily armed FBI team searching for suspects in the terrorism attacks in New York and 
Washington stormed a Boston hotel Wednesday. 


A couple of dozen officers, wearing bulletproof vests and carrying shields, were seen bringing fiber-optic equipment 
into the Westin Hotel in the Back Bay section.
